*It's terrific: Perhaps there is less searching for the beast in man than 
in The Naked and the Dead, less uncovering of basic disillusions than in Fro” Here to 
Eternity, less integration of plot and character than in The Caine Mutiny, but in- 
dubitably it shares some of the greatness of each. Here is a saga of the Marines in 
World War II, told in terms of a battalion known as "Huxley's Whores" in the Sixth 
Regiment of the Corps, and specifically of the radio squad. It's raw and tough and 
unvarnished. Much of the language is filthy ‘The Caine Mutiny proved our contention 
that dirt was not necessary to vigor, but the adversary still has his side). Many of 
the assumptions relating to liquor and sex will offend the tender skinned. But the 
grandeur of man comes through in spite of it,-his capacity for heroism, his fundament- 
al tenderness towards his fellows, his hero worship and recognition of greatness, his 

eS ability to measure up to the best in him. The men of the squad come alive and the 
reader cares profoundly what happens. The story has episodes of raw humor, original- 
ity, drama, tragedy- and "American youth in the crucible of war" is tried and found 
worthy.

A lot of bounce to the ounce for labor-management tussles makes this a graphic and 
often funny industrial accounting.

A marriage which is paced by the desire 
for money finds another kind of wealth in love; a soldier who had lost his wife and is 
indifferent to his own life saves another‘s- and finds the’ incentive to go on; some 
children end the Depression at home when they sell their toys; a Quaker is at odds with 
himself as well as his faith when he goes to war; a man rediscovers his feeling for his 
wife; etc. etc. Eudora Welty, John Cheever, John Hersey, Truman Capote, Sherwood Ander- 
son, William March, Jessamyn West, William Carlos Williams, Frank O'Connor, Saroyan and 
Erskine Caldwell are among the contributors to a collection which is literary rather 
than popular entertainment.

THE SHADOW OF A DREAM $2.50 


A drama of another star-crossed Juliet, whose illegitimate birth and isolated 
childhood (as the unacknowledged daughter of the Earl of Losse) is followed by the 
stigma- and scandal- her special, second-sighted gifts, attract. Reared by the grim and 
gaunt nurse, Isabel Scroope (who is later jailed as an abortionist) the gentle Juliet @ 
falls in love with her nephew, Henry Scott, who suspects and mistrusts her extra-sensory 
perceptions and abandons her- only to meet her again when first a hospital Sister, then 
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his wealthy wife suicide under circumstances which incriminate her. When brought to 
trial under the Fraudulent Mediums act, a sympathetic psychiatrist helps to prove her 
innocence and the integrity of her intentions and absolves her for a presumably happier 
future with the man she loves.... You don't have to be clairvoyant to see right 
through this- but the market, over and above rentals, is harder to spot.

This complete inventory of the simple wedding that turned into a three ring 
circus is neither as dry nor as sharply funny as Father of the Bride but it will bring 
play by play recognition to anyone who has had a part in one. From the time Chet 
Field asks Mr. Boyd for Mildred's hand in marriage, to the arrival of his parents from 
California for the announcement of the engagement and to discuss the simple ceremony 
that is to come, Mrs. Boyd dreams her dreams of a full production - and succeeds in a 
cloud of hysteria. The competitive antagonism of the Mesdames Boyd and Field, the 
alcoholic bonhomie of the fathers,the planning of the invitation list, of the wedding 
party, the search for a place to live, the broken engagement - which is soon mended - 
are the big build-up to the snarling sociability of the week of the wedding, with a 
wild storm to mark its end. A farcical exaggeration both of incident and character, 
the inclusion of every attendant detail, the pretentious absurdity of it all - here are 
wedding bells with cracks and jangles. Illustrations by N. M. Bodecker, a newcomer, 
are said to be very much in the spirit of the book.

The first person testimony of Antonin Blond takes on the lacklustre list- 
lessness of its narrator who returns to Paris after the war with no ties (he had lost , 
his wife, his family and his home) and no incentive. Antonin is stale, irritable, 
diffident; his affair with a young girl is brought to an unwelcome close by her preg- 
| nancy; his subsequent seduction of Aline, whose loyalties as well as affections can 
i be bought, is curtailed by her previous commitments; and sheer hunger forces him to 
! take a job in a chemist's shop. A providential offer of the post of inspector (looter) 
| of ruins in Germany takes him to Berlin, but his inactivity there ends this commission 
and returns him to Paris and an easy death when he is knocked down by a taxi.... A 
semi-satiric perspective of non-existentialism, this has a faithful eye and ear for 
the deadened tonelessness of lives such as this, a doubtful recommendation for the

Perhaps it should not come as a surprise that the author of The Golden Hand 

; write a contemporary novel that presents a group of archeologists in communal living. 
i Her first novel must have been rooted in personal knowledge of the past as revealed 
through archeological findings. This new book only hints- and never pursues- the idea 

that the "digs" are permeated with an aura from the past. In this case, the influences 

must have all been bad, for the workers proved an unpleasant lot, and their communal 
aitin life was a disintegrating one, permeated with ambitions in conflict, with jealousy, 
| A suspicion, the evils of gossip, selfishness, and almost none of the milk of human kind- 
ness. The central characters are a widow, whose every move seems open to misinterpre- 
tation by her fellows, the head of the project, and the first assistant, whose role is 
constantly in question because he was the choice of the Scottish Nationalists to head 
the works. Both men desired Vivien Jesset:- Bayard, the head, had a wife in an insti- 
tution; Monro was inarticulate but ultimately won her. And meantime, the household

Plotwise, this is an engrossing novel, but in final analysis it emerges as 
strictly grade B. But one can justify one's absorption on the ground of the quite evi- 
dent authenticity of the background, a drab and ugly mining town in Michigan Upper Penin- 
sula - and the stature of some of the minor characters (though the lead characters are 
stereotypes). There's an inbred commnity of Cornish, Italian and Scottish workers, 
each national group isolated except when the tragedies of caveins unite them. "The 
trouble in Thor" originates in the new head engineer, who lusts after the wife of an 
ordinary miner, Madeline Cole. A storm- a cavein which imprisons five men, one of them 
Madeline's husband, brings the book to high tension. Ducane, the Engineer, bored with 
the fears of his pregnant wife, comes to his senses when he realizes Madeline's heart- 
less attitude, as the trapped miners die one by one. And when it is all over- he turns 
again to his wife, and Madeline and her despicable brother leave town. (LC 53-5780) 


Frank, Waldo Hermitage House 
NOT HEAVEN $3.50 


As the author himself says, his books have been more appreciated in Europe and 
Russia than here- and this will undoubtedly again be true. And now, instead of a unify- 
ing plot, he has used a unifying theme to reef a series of characters and incidents. This © 
theme “grows as it must grow in life from unconscious toward whole, ecstatic knowledge" 
and the ecstatic knowledge is that “the Kingdom of God is Within". The theme is expanded 
in three sections; in a sort of parabolic preface which just skirts pornography; in a 
second section of Variations which cover a wide range of episodic sequences in the lives 
of the morally, psychically and sexually deranged; and the last section- "The Theme" 
predicates that man in our times will find the Kingdom of Heaven by living as a Revolu- 
tionary and dying as a Martyr..... Any takers?

NEIGHBORS NEEDN'T KNOW $3.00 


A pleasant family story of the Yorkville section of New York City in 1912-1913 
tells of the way in which Ferenc Benes (Americanized into Frederick Benton) is forced to 
accept a full responsibility towards his wife and three children. On the road selling 
jewelry, loving antiques and beautiful things, Papa is unable to forget his aristocratic 
Hungarian background, keeps Mama patching, scrubbing, economizing to feed, clothe and 
educate Nina, Francis and Patsy, and to hide their poverty from the world. Nina breaks 
away first, then Francis adds to the income when Papa turns down a chance in theater for 
him, and the two move Mama from the cold water flat and win Papa's enmity. The piano 
for Patsy and a rest cure for Mama at Saratoga put Papa in his place and he settles for 
headwaitership at a Fifth Avenue hotel to become the real head of the family. The clan- 
nishness of the foreign section, the borderline of want, Mama's loving warmth and trust 
and Papa's wilful biindness are combined in nice domestic detail.

: MEN LIKE SHADOWS $3.75 


*Heir, (and very apparent,) to her earlier novels (The Tramp and His Woman 
and Between Sleeping and Waking, published by Macmillan) is this careful chronicle of 
the Third Crusade of the 12th century - not in period and time but in the insight and 
insistence of people and their lives. Told by John of Oversley this encompasses not 
only his own adventures but those of Richard the Lion Heart, Robert of Kinwarton, the 
French Burgundian, de Passy, Everard Mortebois, Lady Melisande des Preaux and the long 
file of pilgrims, esquires, archers, enemy and elements. It is a saturate of history - 
of human fallibility (and the thorny road to self willed dedication) - “the heart's 
good homespun"- and a vast spectacle which is as meticulous in its chronological facts 
as it is in its character developments. For John, to vindicate the shadow of his 
father's brother, would prove himself a man of valour and honor, commits himself to 
the Holy War, suffers the many delays, storms and trouble en route to their fields of 
battle, and is by turns a craven and a valiant fool while de Passy, Robert and Everard 
take, lose and deny Melisande, “too pretty a lady to suffer long for so brief a sinn- 
ing". Here too is Richard and "the very flower of the world's spring” as French, Turk, 
infidel, Assassin and internal dissolution make of this re-creation a human panel 
which has color, movement and a telescopic clarity. In the upper echelons of the his-

George Orwell, and more recently Jean Dutourd's 4 Dog’s Head ag this time a deliberate 
freak of nature promotes a chain of inquiry and argument which begins with the origins 
of the species and ends in the doubtful discrepancy between man and monkey. For Douglas 
Templemore, who accompanies anthropologists Cuthbert and Sybil Greame to New Guinea 
where they find- not fossilized evidence- but a live tribe of early anthropoids, is also 
the accessory to their scientific experimentation when he is the donor for the artificial 
insemination of a monkey.

A novel of the Arkansas back country retains the simple texture of its people 
and their idiom and takes its warmth, and drama, from the relationship of a man and a 
boy. For Ramey's shining admiration for his Pa, a Baptist parson, is the incentive for 
the chores he undertakes and paces the excitement of coon hunting in the hills or fish- 
ing on the river. His first gun marks the first step toward man's estate; the moral as 
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well as spiritual character of his father's understanding brings him voluntarily into 
his church; and he is with his father when- in the defense of a helpless Negro- Pa is 
knifed and killed by Hog Yancey. With the knowledge that Yancey may go free, Ramey

The author of The Impudent Rifle has written another lively historical novel, 
which has already appeared in the S.£.P.. under the title, Comanche Attack. Alexander 
Prince, captain of the U. S. dragoons, nas orders to survey “the restless border" be- 
tween the United States and the newly born Texan Republic, orders which lead him to an 
eventual showdown with the treacherous Beauchamp and the Comanches. His personal 
troubles revolve about a childish commander, his dead wife's sister who at sixteen 
loves him, the older Mary Millard whom he marries eventually and who searches for her 
lost son among the Comanches only to learn of his death, and most of all his own grief 
at the loss of his wife. Other characters include the brilliant, proud young officer 
who in the pinch saves Prince and courts his sister-in-law, the young Polish lad who 
discovers a new loyalty and a pride in teaching his brawny friend Purdy to read so 
that he may become a corporal, Prince's daughter Sarah and the Comanche-bred Samel. 
Pleasant reading - the touch is satisfying if not original, and gives place to moods 
and action.

ROGUE'S YARN $3.50 


Another eminently readable, vigorous picaresque yarn, with a modicum of his- 
torical flavoring - the period when the young nation was dabbling on the fringe of war 
with Napoleon's navy in the Caribbean, and when piracy paid dividends into yawning 
coffers. The story follows a familiar pattern: a spoiled only son leaves his father's 
prosperous farm for otHer fields, in this case a cousin's shipping interests in Phila- 
delphia. He falls- en route- for the wiles of a French damsel-in-distress, who is no 
better than she should be and takes him for the innocent he is. To be sure she later 
tricks his estimable Quaker relatives- and wins the marriage lines with the dour eld- 
est son only to be shown up for what she is by our hero's French friend, but lately a 
prisoner of war. In between, quick temper necessitates escape- first in one of his 
cousin's ships,later as a Marine on the Constellation, where he wins spurs and manhood 
in the baptism of fire.

The author of Venables (1952) veers from the baroque to the violence of 
social and economic disorders in modern Mexico with British, Americans and Mexicans in 
constant conflict. There's the wasted but avid Sheila who finds deep contentment with 
Manuel, young Jean Madison and her alochol-submerged brother Stewart, Dodds and Win- 
gate, partners in grandiose cement dealings, and the Pilgrims of Peace, projecting a 
species of terrorism, together with Commnist imponderables - and tangibles. Jean's 
American world is tossed aside when she becomes one of Pablo Guzman's mistresses and 
she attempts to save his life when she learns he is next to be killed after the British 
Anassador. Her kidnapping takes her into drugged imprisonment and her escape from 
that lands her in a whorehouse from which she is rescued for transportation home. 
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Sheila, achieving an intimate knowledge of the people and the country through Manuel, 

lee-ns more too of the Pilgrims of Peace, realizes that Manuel is the man who killed the 
Ambassador, and hurries to save Wingate from a like destiny. But it is Dodds, threaten- @ 
ed on every side, who makes away with his partner, reveals his identity as master agita- 

tor of the Pilgrims and meets his death at the hand of the vicious organization he had 

forged. Very hot tamale this - and questionably for the tourist trade.

Kenyon, F. W. 
THE EMPEROR'S LADY | $3.95 


Right on the heels of Frances Winwar's The Eagle and the Rock (see P. 158) 
comes another contribution to the Napoleonic legend in an unusual biographical novel 
about Josephine, the untutored Creole girl who became a powerful force in world history. 
There could scarcely be two more dissimilar portraits against historical fact than these 
of Napoleon, who is here shown as a staunch defender of Josephine against his family, 
while- at the same time- continually unfaithful to her. But both authors draw a Jose- 
phine of unflattering mien, and Kenyon particularly makes the reader feel that she is 
deserving of no sympathy whatsoever, that her reluctance to accept the divorce was 
wholly a matter of prestige and coveted power, and that at no moment was her feeling for 
Bonaparte anything faintly suggesting devotion. An opportunist, from her calculating 
girlhood through her growing skill in moving the pawns to suit her ends, Marie-Joseph- 
Rose sought only her own ends, and was ruthless in her pursuit of vengeance against her 
enemies (particularly the Bonaparte family). It is a vivid rendering of the tumultuous 
background against which Josephine's strange story is plotted, and the book should be 
sure fire for the Napoleona addicts. How much the general market can absorb in a season 
is a moot question. Literary Guild adoption for June should give this a boost.(IC 53-5082)

THE CUP OF TREMBLING $4.00 


Historical muckraking- and one wonders why, at this date, there is justifica- 
tion for a savage attack on the morality of Harriet Beecher Stowe. The story is told, 
purportedly, through the viewpoint of the son, Frederick, who revives and exaggerates 
dark rumor into successive charges;- she wrote Uncle Tom's Cabin to pay off a debt; her 
relationship with her brother Henry was "Byronic"; she broke up her son's romance by 
chicanery impelled by an incestuous power drive. Mrs. Stowe emerges as an unpleasant 
character, but her son Frederick adds no cubit to his stature in the process. And 
while the drama 6f the Civil War setting in the Washington region carries its own au- 
thority and the standards of the times are revealed in crass terms, the terminology 
strikes a wrong note of another century in a distinctly Freudian approach to the neu- 
rotics of the day.
